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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed December 31 , 2003 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents, 
publications, applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; 
(2) U.S. patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately 
from citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which 
the information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to AU and AV has not been considered 
because the documents' information is incomplete. 

Applicants' argument with respect to the IDS in instant remarks is noted. But, 
applicants failed to address requirement (1) that "a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office". The 
information of the documents AU and AV are incomplete. See below:

Claim Objections 

Claim 31 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 31 recites 
"Mg-Sn" twice. Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

The expression " mon9,ha " 75%Ms -" in new claim 33 has no literal support from the 
specification as originally filed. Applicants are required to point out literal support for 
said expression or delete the new matter expression. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 
indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c ) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 11-12 and 30-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 

unpatentable over USP 31 19725 to Foerster. 

Foerster discloses the features including the Mg based alloy composition (col. 5, 
lines 15-30), intermetallic phases (col. 5, lines 15-40). The Mg based alloy can be 
prepared by well known methods - including known die casting methods (col. 2, lines 1- 
5). Nonetheless, the invention defined in a product-by-process claim is a product, not a 
process. Foerster discloses tensile strength and elongation in Table 2. Foerster 
teaches to form fine grained magnesium base alloy to improve mechanical properties 
except for specific grain size range (col. 1 , lines 43-47). But, fine grained structure 
disclosed by Foerster reads on grain size disclosed in instant claim 31 . Forming 
specific grain size is merely optimization which is contemplated within ambit of ordinary 
skill artisan. Therefore, when prior art compounds essentially "bracketing" the claimed 
compounds in structural similarity are all known, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
clearly be motivated to make those claimed compounds in searching for new products 
in the expectation that compounds similar in structure will have similar properties. In re 
Gyurik, 596 F.2d 1012, 1018, 201 USPQ 552, 557 (CCPA 1979); See In re May, 574 
F.2d 1082, 1094, 197 USPQ 601, 611 (CCPA 1978) and In re Hoch, 57 CCPA 1292, 
1296, 428 F.2d 1341, 1344, 166 USPQ 406, 409 (1970). As stated in In re Peterson, 
315 F.3d 1325, 1329-30, 65 USPQ2d 1379, 1382 (Fed. Cir. 2003), that "A prima facie 
case of obviousness typically exists when the ranges of a claimed composition overlap 
the ranges disclosed in the prior art". Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
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ordinary skill in the art to select any portion of range, including the claimed range, from 

the broader range disclosed in a prior art reference because the prior art reference finds 

that the prior art composition in the entire disclosed range has a suitable utility. Also 

see MPEP § 2131.03 and § 2123. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11-12 and 30-41 have been 

considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
